Election/Restrictions

Group IV, claim(s) 17, drawn to a membrane-electrode unit comprising an electrode 
composite and a membrane. 

Group V, claim(s) 18, drawn to a fuel cell comprising a membrane-electrode. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Invention I is a proton-conducting polymer membrane made with one or more 
aromatic tetraamino compounds with one or more aromatic carboxylic acids or esters or 
one or more aromatic and/or heteroaromatic diaminocarboxylic acids in a 
polyphosphoric acid/sulfonating agent versus Invention II which is a proton-conducting 
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polymer coated on an electrode where the coating is made with one or more aromatic 
tetraamno compound with one or more aromatic sulfocarboxylic acids or esters which 
contains at least two carboxylic acid groups and one sulfonic acid group versus 
Invention III which is a membrane-electrode unit comprising an electrode and a 
membrane of Invention I versus Invention IV which is a membrane-electrode unit 
comprising the electrode cited in Invention III and a membrane cited in Invention I 
versus Invention V which is a fuel cell comprising a membrane -electrode unit of 
Invention III or of Invention IV.
